Everybody knows that the laws ought to be 
enforced. 


Everybody knows that the President ought to 
enforce the laws as far as comes within the obli- 
gation of his office. 


Everybody knows that the laws ought to be re- 
spected; just as everybody knows that women 
ought to be respected, and that women are re- 
spected by every decent man. 


But occasionally there is a woman who is not 
respected, who is not respectable, who does not 
respect herself, and whom no one in his heart can 
respect, no matter what outward observance of 
respect he may render. 


And so, occasionally, there are laws which 
cannot be respected no matter how they are ob- 
served by good citizens. 


And there are lawmakers who cannot be re- 
spected—such, for instance, as gentlemen who

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PROTECTION, LIMITED. 


If the tariff bill introduced in the 
House yesterday is the “limited 
revision” which President HOOVER 


recommended, many bewildered read- | , 


ers of the measure will be tempted 
to ask what unlimited revision 
would have been. They see that 
hundreds of rates have been changed, 
nearly every one of them in the up- 
ward direction. It will require close 
study of the full text of the new bill 
before one can discover the number 
of alterations made, and the reasons 
for them, but even the summary of 
the proposals shows that they go 
far beyond what the President had 
led the country to expect. 

There is no great surprise in the 
agricultural schedules. They are 
the great repository of duties for 
the protection of the farmer which 
do not protect him. These rates are 
all shoved up higher, so that the 
simple-minded farmer can gaze up 
at them with new admiration for 
the beauties of the protective sys- 
tem. He will note, for example, that 
the duty on corn is hereafter to be 
25 cents a bushel instead of the 
present rate of 15. This»may seem 
splendid unless he has his attention 
called to the fact that the imports 
of corn have been only about :five 
one-hundredths of one per cent of 
the total production in this- country. 
Then he will conclude that the old 
Republican -game - of fooling the 
farmer is going on with renewed 
hilarity. Possibly American sheep- 
men will be highly pleased to see 
that the duty on raw wool is pushed 
up 10 per Cent, from 81 cents a 
pound to 34. But what» will Presi- 
dent HOOvVER’s newly found:friends in 
Argentina, and other South Ameri- 
can countries, think of this slap in 
the face for their export trade to 
the United States? 

No doubt the Republican mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee sought ‘earnestlyto confine 
the revision of the tariff. to a few 
schedules, as the President desired. 
But they were subjected to furious 
pressure from the horse-leech pro- 
tectionists who always cry for more, 
and felt compelled to yield in a 
great number of cases; This kind 
of thing hag always, happened™be-}. 
fore, and should have surprised’ no 
one. To attempt to limit tariff’ re- 
vision is like hoping that the waters 
will not rush out when you have 
broken down the dam that retains 
them: And the matter. is, certain 
to grow worse as time passes, in 
the sense that the protectionists 
will be making their demands more 
urgent and impudent. When the 
bill gets to the Senate the sky itself 
will scarcely be _ enough for the 
limit. ba

LIVING DOWNTOWN. 


Plans announced yesterday for a 
group of residential skyscrapers 
overlooking the Hudson on the 
lower west side would sound fantas- 
tic if the city had not’ grown accus- 
tomed lately to spectacular building 
ventures. For :-many years, while 
Wall Street remained unmoved and 
the tenements of the east side un- 
disturbed, residents and retail trade 
marched steadily northward up 
Manhattan. Recently; this move- 
ment has shown signs: of slowing 
down. Centrai-Park offered a 'phys- 
ical barrier to the stores; Harlem a 
social barrier to the homes. Some 
authorities think that midtown Man- 
hattan within its present limits will 
offer the highest class of retail 
trade a permanent abode. Resi- 
dence, balked in its northward mi- 
gration, sought expansion vertically 
in a forest of skyscraper apartments 
and horizontally to east and west 
and south in developments like Sut- 
ton Place, Tudor City and the re- 
vival. of Washington Square, back- 
waters and eddies in a stream that 
long ago thought it had left them 
behind. 

The latest of these developments 
will be anchored to Wall Street. It 
could have no safer moorings, for 
the financial district has long been 
anchored to the native rock of Man- 
hattan. No district in the city is 
more free to go where it will, none 
more sure to stay where it is. The 
Regional Plan Committeé, after a 
careful study. of ‘the district, came 
to the conclusion’ that nothing short 
of an earthquake could dislodge it. 
Whether the promoters of the pres- 
ent plan, some of whom are among 
the most forward-looking real estate 
men in the city, can persuade those 
who work downtown in the daytime 
to live there at night, and to bring 
up ‘their families there, is another 
question. Apparently, that is what is 
contemplated. The announcement 
speaks of the need of large banking 
houses for the “ permanent housing 
of members of their staffs.” There 
will .be accommodations for tran- 
sients and out-of-town visitors, but 


most of the space in the.first build- 


ing will be set aside for “.eXecutives 
of moderate means.” It is expected 
that executives in the higher income 
brackets, who may already have 
homes in the country, will take 
tower apartmenits, following the ex- 
ample of a few financiers who have 
quarters downtown. ; 

Regional planners say that the 
congestion of New York can be miti- 
gated only by a better distribution 
of, population, They would like to 
see residence brought closer to busi- 
ness, eliminating the “friction: of 
space.”. Persons who fall in with 
this particular ‘Venture’ will’ be able 
to avoid the vexations of crowded 
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“too ‘many instances, even periods, 
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remote from cluttered desks and 


crowded subways and canyon streets.

A ROAD TO ROME. 


Rome still draws with a charm 
which age does not diminish. The 
Prix de Rome borrows some of its 
distinction fromthe name it bears. 
It must give its winner something 
more of pridé than the mere being 
born a Roman in the elder day, for 
it means gaining a residence in 
Rome by some outstanding merit. 
The award of the prize in painting 
this year arouses special interest 
because the young man to whom it 
was awarded had to surmount the 
difficulties which poverty puts in 
the way of youth. Yet in doing 
what is generally looked upon as 
menial labor he in no degree de- 
meaned himself but rather made the 
“action fine.” Drudgery is seen to 
be “divine” when it has such a 
crown, but as a matter of fact it is 
not less so for many who have had 
no such experience in their labor— 
who struggle on without hope of a 
prize in devotion to a duty which is 
accepted or to a dream which can 
never be fully realized. 

All rejoice to see one succeed 
through persistence and ability. 
Success has been made dramatic in 
this instance by this Southern young 
man’s finding his way open to “ that 
city men call Rome,” which still as 
in Virgil’s day 

lifts her crown 
Far as the cypréss o’er the 
hedge-row thorn. 

His “ urgent errand,” as was that 
of Tityrus, is the freedom of “ the 
Eternal City ” which he has won and 
which is virtually conferred upon 
him in the presence of his own peo- 
ple and ‘the artistic world. The win- 
ner of the award in sculpture, Mr. 
WAUGH, who accompanies Mr. SIT- 
TON on his journey to Rome, has 
substantial achievement already to 
his credit and already knows the 
way. If the lustre of the prize is 
somewhat lessened by this, the 
promise is even greater. 

The late WILLIAM RUTHERFORD 
MEAD, speaking for the American 
Academy of Rome, under whose aus- 
pices these awards are made, once 
said that it is not for narrow tech- 
nical training that we send our 
youth to Rome, whether in painting 
or sculpture, in architecture or in 
classical studies, but especially for 
a “vivid comprehension of the 
“meaning and the beauty and the 
“inspiration of what past genera- 
“tions of great men have given to 
“the world.” There is also an espe- 
cial opportunity to become aware of 
the interrelation of “all fine forms 
of human expression” in this

GOMEZ OF VENEZUELA. 


Every effort is being made by the 
Venezuelan Congress to persuade 
General JUAN. VICENTE GOMEZ to 
accept the office as President: for 
another seven years. He was re- 
elected by Congress without a dis- 
senting vote, but declined to serve. 
At last accounts he was persisting 
in that attitude. At 72 he desires to 
lay down the cares of office. He is 
evidently the kind of dictator that 
the people of Venezuela like. About 








twenty years ago General GOMEZ 


succeeded CIPRIANO CASTRO in the 
Presidency, but in character and 
achievements there has been little 
resemblance. between the two. 
CASTRO was erratic and violent, hos- 
tile to foreigners, with a notion that 
he could flout the most powerful 
nations, feeling secure under the 
Monroe Doctrine. 

GOMEZ has raised Venezuela in the 
esteem of the world. His support 
comes from a people whom he has 
taught to work and to be frugal. 
To unite them he has built roads on 
a lavish scale. He has sometimes 
put down factional differences with 
an iron hand. GOMEZ has been com- 
pared with PORFIRIO Diaz. “ General 
GOMEZ,” says the Mexican journalist 
GARCIA NARANJO, who visited him 
upon his plantation near Maracay, 
“is not like General DIAZ nor. any 
“one else. He is a distinct type, 
“ entirely original ”’: 

General Gomez keeps the simple 
habits and austere manner of 
twenty years ago. He continues to 
be ‘an agriculturist in constant 
touch with the land. He lives in 
the city of Maracay, because there 
he is just one step from his pas- 
ture lands and haciendas. * * * 
Every day he deals directly with 
foremen, farm hands and peons; 
consequently, he has not grown 
apart nor alienated himself from 
the soul of the people. 

He himself grows cotton, breeds 
cattle and is a forester with a love 
of trees unusual in a Latin Ameri- 
can. He has established creameries, 
paper mills, wool and cotton fac- 
tories. “No one,” says NARANJO, 
“was. ever. able to. coordinate the 
“ energies of the republic as General 
“ GOMEZ ‘has ‘succéeded in’ doing.” 
He does not parade himself as a re- 
former and a democrat, but, in a 
sense, he is both. Under his rule, 
which does. not permit political .ib- 
erty to embarrass him, the Vene- 
zuelans have prospered. Turbulent 
politicians have been held in check. 
And yet he has been able to close 
prisons and turn them into parks. 
He is one of the most remarkable 
figures in South America. 


“JOURNALISTES.” 


Any one who supposes that be- 
cause Frenchwomen have not yet 
gained the vote their progress along 
other than political lines must lag 
behind will be instructed by a series 
of articles now appearing in the 
Revue des Deux Mondes. Under the 
title “Women of Today” COLETTE

Maga- 
zines particularly devoted to the in- 
terests of women, such as La Revue 
de la Femme, Petit Echo de la Mode 
and La Femme Chic, can no longer 
be classed as simply fashion maga- 
zines. They have an editorial policy, 
a tone, a color of their own. One 
goes in for suffrage, another’ for 
education. The feminine press is 
humanitarian. In this field the 
Frenchwoman holds her own very 
well. 








THE EAST SIDE’S FUTURE. 


The beginning of construction on 
the new subway that is to trav- 
erse the lower east side and link it 
up with the north-and-south rapid 
transit lines has been hailed as ush- 
ering in the “ rejuvenation” of that 
section. But rejuvenation of an old 
residential district may mean two 
things. It may denote modernized 
housing for the old population or the 
moving in of a new population. In 
New: York City it has-almost invari- 
ably been the second process. Green- 
wich Village, large sections of the 
upper west side where old tenements 
have been replaced by fifteen-story 
apartment houses, and the middle 
east side, whither Fashion is now 
flowing, are obviously not examples 
of what social workers mean when 
they speak of improved housing. 
So when Borough President MILLER 
Says of the lower east side that its 
old tenements will soon be replaced 
by high-class apartments, the ques- 
tion” is ‘whether they will be > oc- 
cupied by those who live. in. the 
present tenements. 

The answer is that, to a consider- 
able degree, the present population 
should avail itself of improved 
housing opportunities.. Economic 
need does not account for all the 
congestion east of the Bowery and 
south of Fourteenth Street. There 
are thousands of families on’ the 
east side who could well afford to 
follow the example of the hundreds 
of thousands who in the course: of 


years have drained off from the east 
side into Harlem, the Bronx, Queens 
and Brooklyn. They stay because of 
habit and sentiment, or for business 
reasons. The editorial offices of the 
foreign language newspapers, the 
theatres, the literary and artistic 
cafés, remain in lower Manhattan. 
Habit accounts for many families 
sticking to obsolete housing when 
they could well afford to pay for 
better. When ‘modern apartment 
houses are brought to them they 
should move in. 

For modern housing for the low- 
est-income classes the outlook on 
the east side is not very bright. It 
seems useless to speak of modern 
dwellings at anything below the 
$12.50 a room which the latest un- 
dertaking sensibly announces. Be- 
low that rate workers’ housing will 
be sought, as hitherto, in the outly- 
ing boroughs.

Owing to the fact that the 
bankers had put in an “‘all or any 


aE bid instead of an ‘‘all or none” 
nder, $9,000 of the bonds went toa 
small bidder whose bids ranged from 
101.50 to 102. 

Of the eighteen bids received, 
totaling $370,085,000, three were for 
“all or none” by syndicates inten4- 
ing to reoffer the’ bonds. These bids 
were 100:898° by’ the Chase Securities 
Corporation and associates, 100.4233 
by a group’ headed by the National 
City Company, and 100.263 by a syn- 
dicate headed by Halsey,* Stuart. &

Wickersham.in Address at Wil: 
liam and Mary Saggests Plan 
of Small Penalties.

CHICAGO, May 7%.—Following the 
lead of the Eastern railroads exe- 
cutives of the Western trunk lines, 
after a meeting here, announced to- 
day, subject to the approval of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
temporary reductions in freight rates 
on wheat and wheat flour in their 
territory destined for export. The 
cuts ranged from 5%.to 11% cents 
per 100 pounds, the latter amount be- 
ing confined to shipménts from the 
Missouri Valley to the Guif. 

The reduction made by the Eastern 
lines, likewise subject to commis- 
sion approval, was about 5% cents 
per 100 pounds on wheat alone, flour 
not being mentioned, from Chicago 
St. Louis and the lower lake ports rts 
the Atlantic seaboard. The combined 
rates will mean that no matter 
whether the export grain “is sent 
through the Southern ports or the 
Eastern’ ports the saving to the 
shipper will be around 11 cents per 
100 pounds, or 7 cents a bushel. 

Specific attention was called in the 
statement issued by BE, 
chairman of the Western Trunk L ne 
committee, to the ‘‘understandi 
that the proposed rates should expire 
on Sept. 30, and that they were 
not to he considered a precedent nor 
an admission that the rates now in 


effect today were not reasonably 
low. 


New Western Rates as Set. 


The new rates set by the Western 
roads on wheat and wheat flour 
only, not on related products, will be 
as: follows: 

From the Missouri River to Chi- 
cago, 11% cents per 100 pounds; from 


the Missouri River section to the 
Mississippi River, 744.cents per. 100; 
from St. Paul and Minneapolis to 
Chicago, 7 cents per, 100;. from 
Omaha to the Gulf, 20 cents per 100; 
from Kansas City, St. — Atchi- 
son and Leavenworth; to the Gulf, 
19 cents per 100; from Minneapolis 
to Duluth, 4 cents per 100; from 
Omaha and Sioux City to Duluth, 
1134 cents per 100; from Kansas City 
St. Joseph, Atchison and canter:

REPARATIONS PARLEY — 
ISHELD PREMATURE 


Foreign Policy Body Chairman 
Predicts Success, However, at 
Trade Board Luncheon. 


Confidence in the successful settle- 
ment of the reparations problem by 
the experts’ committee meeting at 
Paris was expressed by James G. Mc- 
Donald, chairman of the Foreign 
Policy Association, in an address 
yesterday-at a luncheon ofthe Board 
of Trade for German-American Com- 
merce at. the Railroad Club, 30 
Church Street. The ‘“‘storm of pro- 
test’. at Dr. Schacht’s offer, which 
produced talk ofthe failure of the 
conferencé,.. hé’...characterized as 
‘largely for public consumption.”’ 

“No one was as shocked at the 
figures or conditions as they pre- 
tended to be,’’, he asserted. 

The psychology of the situation is 
in favor of a settlement, ‘he said, 
Germany might get better terms at 
the end of a year, but would pay a 
heavy price in the meantime, he de- 
clared, and Francé ¢an probably get 
better..terms now.,than later, while 
Great Britain is comparatively dis- 
interested. * 

Mr. McDonald said there were 
many» reasons, ‘Which have become 
evident since. the conference has 
that the call was 
premature and that a call six months 
later woud have been better. The 
new administration would have been 
in power here, and also the experts 
would have realized the growing 
difficulties in Germany ‘‘which have 
unquestionably reduced her capacity 


d, | to .pay,”’ he asserted. 


Dr. Max Winkler, banker and 
financial writer, stressed the value 
to the allies of the success of the 
conference.

She cannot sell enough 
of these to enable her to meet the 
payments, he asserted, and would 
therefore have ‘to sell her exchange. 
This, he concluded, would endanger 
the mark. 

Ludwig Bendix, a banker who was 
financial counselor to the German 
Embassy at Washington for’a time 
following the World War, said that 
‘the economic problem which we 
face and will face for years to come 
will not and cannot be solved in 
Paris.”’

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sources of gas and oil are not quick- 
ly dissipated.’’ His views were ex- 
pressed before a convention of the 
American Gas Association in Kansas 
City. 


Mr. Jones’s comments were con- 
sidered important in that. they prob- 
ably reflected the opinions of his 
chief, Henry’ L. Doherty, ‘who origi- 
nated the unit control idea of cur- 
tailing production in the oil industry. 

‘The Panhandle oil field, ‘discov- 
ered in 1919, is an example of de- 
plorable waste of natural gas re- 
sources,’”’ Mr. Jones said. ‘Within 
a few weeks of the drilling of the 
discovery well, this section was the 
scene of intense drilling activity and 
within comparatively few months 
hundreds of wells were bored, many 
of which produced large quantities 
of gas. 

‘‘Most of the drillers here were not 
interested in the production of gas 
and there was no ready market con- 
tiguous to the field to absorb the 
large quantities of gas produced. As 
a result, the drillers in many in- 
stances allowed the wells to blow in 
the air, hoping that by such pro- 
cedure they might blow Xn oil wells. 
It is estimated that at one time there 
was as much as 750,000,000 cubic feet 
= mes 8 of very valuable natural gas 
eing blown into the air, and it is 
conservatively estimated that since 
the bringing in of the Panhandle 
field there has been wasted in this 
field alone enough gas to take care 
of the normal requirements of this 
section (Kansas City and surround- 
ing area) of tne country for seventy- 
five years. 

‘*‘More than six years ago Henry L. 
eric 42 after a long and careful 
research, advocated the adoption of 
more equitable legislation in order 
to prevent tremendous waste in the 
petroleum industry. At first he re- 
ceived little or no ras mes from the 
leaders of the oil business or from 
their technical staffs. In _ recent 
months, however, important leaders 
of the oil industry have been devot- 
ing most of their time and effort in 
;}an attempt by various methods to 
stop the great flood of oil which has 
carried with it a large waste of 
natural gas as well as. petroleum 
resources. 

“In fact, I think perhaps the great- 
est economic waste in the oil busi- 
ness has been through the disstpa- 
tion of our great natural gas re- 
sources. Last year there were ap- 
| proximately 22,000 wells drilled in 
| this country in the ‘search for oil. 
| Of this number over one-half pro- 
duced gas in varying quantities and 
| in untold instances much of this gas 
was blown in the air and all or a part 











of it wasted, or used very uneco- 
nomiecally. 

‘*The waste has been so serious 
in the Mid-Continent section of our 
| country that large pipe line com- 
} panies have been forced continuously 
'to extend their lines further and 
further away from their markets in 
order to obtain adequate supplies to 
take care of their business. Gas is 
now being piped into Kansas City 
and St. Joseph from the great Pan- 
handle field of Texas, 500 miles 
away, while under proper conserva- 
tion methods gas might have been 
produced in aréas contiguous to this 
section of the country for years to 
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come and the great reserves of the 
Panhandle saved for future genera- 
tions.’

processes’’ atte. 

The new salt was discovered, Dr. 
Herrick explained, ‘when chemists 
were seeking to get tartaric acid 
from mold. They searched nearly 
200 samples: of mold,’ but none of 
them yielded tartaric acid. How- 
ever, they yielded instead gluconic 
acid and the salt, calcium gluconate, 
which is derived from it: This can 
now be produced: cheaply. -.and 
through a simple. process, Dr.. Her- 
rick said, because ‘‘molds have great 
advantages, since they do not sleep 
on the job, work, twenty-four shifts 
without strikes or turnovers, just as 
long as they aré fed infinitesimal 
quantities of the proper food, given 
a comfortable home-in @ temperate 
climate and protection from. their 
enemies. Under those conditions, 
they will work for you uncomplain- 
ingly until their work is done.’’

allied industries. 

Nine shades have been selected for 
women’s foot wear and six, for men’s. 
These are the women’s colors: 
Beechwood, a light, warm tan; Sier- 
ra, a golden brown; Prado, a rich, 
reddish brown; chocolate, which is 
self. descriptive; Autumn green, light- 
er and more brilliant than Belmont 
green; Chianti, a wine red; nautical 
blue, a navy ‘shade slightly lighter 
than Commander; antique purple, 
and bluegray, a dark gray with a 
decidei ‘blue undertone. The men’s 
shades, which are. all browns and | © 
tans, are called Saratoga tan, ruddy 
brown, trotteur tan. copper tan, Dur- 
ham brown and nicotine. Black is 
indicated strongly for both sexes. 

The tendency is apparently away 
from lustrous leathers for Fall. Me- 
tallic leathers seem to be regarded 
of less importance for the founda- 
tions of women’s shoes.
